What a fabulous SDDXC meeting we had on January 26, 

2011. We were visited by the following members of the 

Club de Radio Experimentadores de Baja California: XE2FG, Francisco, CREBC Presidente; 
XE2Sl, Juan, FMRE Presidente; WE2EL, Frederico, CREBC Past Presidente; XE2DA, Ricardo, 
CREBC & FMRE Treasurer; XE2/N6KZB, Mike CREBC & FMRE member. 


We learned that the club started in 1932. They have the QSL cards to back up the claim. 
In 1946 their club incorporated. There are 3400 XE hams in México and it costs $25 to 
join the FMRE which is the equivalent of the ARRL. Additionally there are 30 members in 
their CRECB local club. They meet once a week on Monday nights at 19:00 to conduct 
business and hold classes for new hams. Once a month they conduct a swap meet and 
operation of the club station, which they own as well as the property it is located on ap- 
proximately 1.4 miles south east of Tijuana. They also attend a daily breakfast gathering. 


In Mexico there are four classes of amateur radio license, and the difference is allocated 
by power output. They are working on consolidating to two classes consisting of first 
class and general class with CW being optional. 


When it comes to XE permits, there is no direct reciprocal agreement. Our guests, who 
are now our new friends, assured us that they are trying to make reciprocal licensing hap- 
pen for the future. All permits come from Mexico City and Juan, XE2SI, promised to help 
us. Licensing has at least improved from six months to a one year permit for $90. If we 
come south we can use their repeaters without a permit. We merely need to identify 
ourselves as XE2/ US call. 


Then the topic of operating in contests in Mexico was brought up. It was explained that 
in the past the concern was that the hams from the USA would have better equipment 
and more experience, therefore would outdo our neighbors to the south. We learned 
that there are no official rules concerning 51% of operators being Mexican. US hams can 
operate as long as an XE operator is there. When there was a complaint, it had to be jus- 
tified. Regarding future contests, our guests were extremely warm and inviting. They will 
help us get the proper permit to operate. They did caution that we need to allow them a 
significant amount of time. They are presenting WN6K an award of appreciation for 
working with them on contesting. 


There was also some discussion of security and safety in Mexico. We were assured that 
the current drug cartel problems are far from the norm and that we would be very safe 
coming to visit the CREBC. 


Our guests expressed how happy they were to be here at our SDDXC meeting and they 
invited us to come and visit them. | heard some plans being discussed to do just that. 
Then our club voted unanimously to make each of our XE2 guests honorary members of 
the San Diego DX Club. Let me express a warm welcome to our amateur radio brothers 
from Mexico.

Is it possible to “recycle” DXCC entities? 


On Monday, the Southern Sudan Referendum Commission announced in Khartoum that 98.83% 
of the voters had backed independence. Voting for unity were 44,888, or 1.17%. Voting for 
separation were 3,792,518, or 98.83%. | haven’t seen election results this one-sided since Rich- 
ard J. Daley (the Senior) last ran for Mayor of Chicago. 


The referendum was part of a 2005 peace agreement that ended two decades of violence between the north and 
oil-rich south. The conflict led to the deaths of 2 million people, many from starvation.

The original STO was activated regularly by DXpedi- 
tions from the outset. My own QSL collection includes 
ST2FF/STO by OH2BH and OH2MM in June, 1980; 
PA3CXC/STO in April, 1990; STOYD by ST2YD in August, 
1990; STODX by the Heard Island DX Association in 
January, 1991 (a QSL card from the 1991 STODX opera- 
tion is nearby); and PA3CXC/STO again in April, 1993.. 


It is now expected that Southern Sudan (STO), once a 
DXCC Entity starting May 1972 and deleted December 
1994 will return. If Southern Sudan meets the current 


DXCC criteria and is added to the ARRL DXCC list it will Ss h 
be an all time new country according to the DXCC outnern Sudan

rules. 


Deciding to jump the gun before an official announce- 
ment by the DXAC and the ARRL, the Intrepid-DX Group and the DX Friends have announced a DXpedition to 
Southern Sudan to start sometime following July 9" 2011 with the call STODX. 


The Intrepid-DX Group is the group behind the 2010 YI9PSE, IRAQ DXpedition. The DX Friends were behind the 
2006 SO1R DXpedition to Western Sahara, the 2008 DXpedition to Rwanda as 9XOR, the 2009 DXpedition to West- 
ern Sahara as SO4R, the 2010 DXpedition to Palestine as E4X and the 2010 DXpedition to San Marino as T70A. 


ICOM America has agreed to be Global Radio Sponsor, while ACOM-K1LZ will provide the ACOM amplifiers for 
this operation. 

The groups have applied for the call sign STODX, which they expect to see issued before the end of February fol- 
lowing a meeting with the Government of Southern Sudan Mission in America. 


STODX will be a major effort, with a target of more than 150,000 QSOs. There will be up to ten stations on the air, 
using amplifiers along with high performance beams and vertical dipole arrays, 24 hours a day, for almost three 
weeks. 


The primary objective is to activate Southern Sudan with a view to giving as many DXers as possible a first contact 
with this new DXCC entity and, as a secondary objective, to give as many band-slots as possible. 


The team will soon be seeking contributions from sponsors to help defray the very significant logistics costs of 
this DXpedition. For example, there is limited electricity in Southern Sudan so generators will have to be shipped. 


Details of how to donate will appear on the STODX website. The logos of the DXpedition’s sponsors will be 
printed on the QSL card, as will the names and calls of individual contributors of $100.00 or more.
